(fy nicious to Humane Society, or the wel-being of mankind as deprayed 
me and degenerating man, which may appear in this enſuing diſcourſe , 
FAY Epircnuzing ſome of rhe multicude of the black and foul enormiryes 
FEIESZD of 7 homas Violet, a Name too ſweet for fo foul a Carkaſs. 

His Birth was at Sea, as though nature had ordained no Country ſhould be 
burthen'd to-own his Nativity , being Ingendred between a poor Dutch Fidler , 
and a Mooriſh Woman. How he came into Exglard without the help of the De- 
vil, or ever got into the repute to be intruſted in any mans Serviceas an Appren- 
tiſe , and ſo become a Member of this famous Ciry of Loxdox , 1 am altogether 
ignorant 3 But ſhall trace himfrom his being to be a Goldſmith.

Many, and as great were the informations againſt him , for divers Monopolies 
| he had ſhare in, which in the mannagement of , he ſo behaved himſelf , that he | 
could-very hardly defend himſelf from Corporall puniſhment ; But that he was 
forced ro diſgorge moſt part of that il|-gotten Manmmon, which was ſucked from 
him by ſome which were then Courtiers, leaving lictleto himſelf except Infamy - 
and ſhare, and the Curſes of thoſe ſo ruzned by his Chears and Opprefhions. | 

Thus did he ſhifr from Poſt ro Pilla?, living by that baſe way of Informing, un-

How he hath lived fince his inlatgement I appeal to all that know him , for in- 
ſtead of returning thanks to God for his deliverance , and repenting of his former 
wickedneſs, he continues till a Common and wott Horrid Swearer, adebauch'd 
Drunkard, eſpecially upon Sabbath days, an Epicure and an abominable Lyer, and 
guilty of many other ennormous and Inhumane Crimes to the great Scandal of 
our Chriſtian Religion eſpecially amongſt the Jews, with whom he is very conver- 
ſanc 3 For what he can invent by lying he can eafily ratifie by ſwearing , and there- 
by hopes to poſſeſs himſelf of other mens Eſtates Honeltly gotren. 
And now I have named the Jews, I thought ir not amils to give that people an 
Item of his Treacherous intentions to ruine them alſo. Wearied with his former 
Contrivances he hath at length found out a new way to pay ould debts.

And to ingratiate himſelf for that ſervice , brings ina 
Catalogue of many by him found out ; The cheif whereof as he pleaſerh ro Name 
in his ſcandalons and lying Pamphlets are, Tobias Knowles, who was forced to ap- 
peare and receive a Tryall at the O/d Baily Seſſions this laſt 24th of February, - 
1659. wherein indeed after a] fair hearing , the Jury brought him in Innocent, 
The Reſidue of his Catalogue being Garrell , Carter, Preſton » Chitty, Preht , 
Hatford and others : Having to their great dammage attended three Seſhons for 
a Tryall, expe&ting and much defiring it with Mr. Knowles his Tryall , Bur this 
Violet (alchough Richard Pight was the Proſecutor and not Hee ) prevailed to re- 
move their Inditments by Cert:orary into the Upper Bench with rhe Indiment 
againſt himſelf for the ſame offence The bill being found againſt him. This he 
hath done in policy on purpoſe to ſuſpend their Teſtimony , being all or moſt of 
them witneſs againſt him : Yer pretends he hath ſpent abov2 40 1. in proſecution, 
when 'tis only to deferr andpur off Tryalls : ro ſave himſelf he{having no good 
g00d Witneſs, but ſuch who have been guilty of the ſamefats. Bur he ſpending 
on other mens Purſes need not care what he ſpends: And as to theſe men lalt 
mentioned, I verily believe there is ſcarſe one line of truth in all his Printed Pam- 
phlers corc2rning them.

This Deponent Caich, that in the' beginning of laſt Spring, Th». Yioler Gold- 
Smirh came to this Do and told him this Deponenc, that the (aid Thomas 
Violet knew of a way that nught make him the ſaid Deponent for ever, and ſo de- 
fired the ſaid Deponent to go along with him, the ſaid Tho. Y:olet, intro Dukes- 
Place , whereupon the ſaid Deponent went along with the ſaid Tho. Vzolet inco 
the place before mentioned, and was by him the 1aid 7 ho. role brought into the 
Synagogue of the Jewes, in the place aforeſaid,and ſpake with ore Mr. Aoſes their 
High-Prieſt thac year, and ocher Jewes 3 aud this Deponent taith further, that the 
ſaid 7 ho. Violet told the Jewes, this Deponent was a fit man to do them ſervice 
in the buſineſs which he the ſaid TÞs; Yroler had treated with them about ; and 
thar afterward, be the ſaid Deponent and the ſaid Tho, Y'olet, went together into 
Fiſh-ftreet, and that while they were there rogether, the ſaid /0/er defired the 
ſaid Deponent to procure ſome Patterns of Forreign Coyns, and to b.ing them 
to the Jewes aforeſaid, ro the end they might make choyce of ſuch as they ſhould 
think titting ; whereunto the ſaid Deponent anſwered, that he chought this 
ation to be unlawful, bur then che ſaid Yrolet rold the ſaid Deponent, that he 
ſhould not need to fear any ſuch thing, for he the ſaid Y7oler would acquaint the 
Parliament and Council of State concerning the buſineſs, who would grant him the 
ſaid Deponent, and all the he ſhould employ wthis buſineſs an A of Indempnity;

begin the ſaid work , and defired him rhe ſaid Deponent, to acquaint Mr. Pight 
Clerk of the Irons in the Tower with the buſineſs in band, wich this Caurion, that 
he ſhould nor diſcover to the ſaid P:ghr, that the ſaid Y7oler was any way concer- 
ned in it, and that-this Deponett did accordingly acquaint Mr. Prght 
aforeſaid, that he the ſaid Deponent did intend ro make ſome Pieces as Meddalls 
for the new Emperour of Germany, if the ſaid Pight thought ir ro be lawful, ro 
which che ſaid P:ghr anſwered. that this Deponent needed not doubt to make 
chem, bur the ſaid Deponent might goon layyfully, ſo tharc he was careful he did 
nor meddle with the Coyns of this Commen-wealth ; And this Deponent ſaich 
further, that upon the ſaid /zo/ets promiſing him proreRion as aforefaid, and the 
ſaid Prght his relling him che buſineſs was lawful, he the ſaid Deponent caſt abour 
. 4oo. Pieces mixt mertall of Copper and Brafſe, which when he had done, rhe ſaid 
Violet came ro him, and rold him, that his defign in this bufineſſe wherein he had 
employed him the ſaid Deponent, was to Trappan the Jewes and to ger half their 
'Eftares, which he the ſaid /:o/er ſaid, rhe Council of State had promiſed him for 
the diſcovery of the buſineſs when time ſhould ſerve, and that the ſaid Deponenc

{aith, that for the berrer cny_ en-of the ſaid plor, the ſaid /zoler rold him the

Jewes ro ſome Tavern, and ſend for che Jewes thicher,' and ler them receive the 
che ſaid Pieces there ; but wichall he ſhould give the ſaid Y7oler notice of ic firk, 
that the ſaid Y7o/et might come and apprehend chem in the Intrim, And this De- 
ponent {aith, that when che ſaid Y7oler had diſcovered this his intent unto him the , 
iaid Deponent, that the ſaid Yzolet rold the ſaid Deponent, thac he the ſaid /:- 
or2t would ſtab the ſaid Deponent the next time he mer him, if che ſaid Deponznc 
' ſhould by any means reveal or diſcover the ſaid Y7olers defign in the bufineſs a- 
foreſaid. Again, this Deponent ſaith, chat when the ſaid /;olet had diſcovered 
theſe his defigns unto him the ſaid B—_ chat he the ſaid Deponenr did melc 
doyn again the pieces aforeſaid, which were made for the Jewes aforeſaid. And 
this Deponent {aith laftly, that the ſaid Yzo/er, and the ſaid Prghr diſagreed be- * 
cauſe the ſaid Pight had nor taken away the Farthing prefles, as he had promiſed 
the ſajd /zolet, that then the ſaid /:oler did impeach the ſaid Pight with confede- 
racy with falſe Coyners, and for allowance given to this Deponent ro Coyne the 
Pieces aforeſaid 3 and rhat thereupon the ſaid Pzght did Impeach the ſaid Depo- 
nent for Coyning the ſaid Pieces, which is the crue ground of the proſecution a- 
oainſt rs Deponent. | 
Theſe Afﬀidavits are ſworne, and others to the ſame purpoſe by other Wit- 
neſles before divers of thoſe Jultiges of the Peace as aforeſaid. And the (aid 
Violet hath produced before the. ſaid Juſtices and other Witneiles, an Order 
from under Mr. Scots hand (as he affirmed) and others of the late Council of 
State, £o encourage him in this buſineſs here related, | 
And this Deponent with divers others further fay, that the ſaid J/roler did offer 
this Deponent 100 7:. to ſuborne him falſley ro-ſwear againſt a Juſtice of the 
Peace of quality and worth, to deftroy him in his ERate and reputation ; and af- 
rerwards the ſaid Yzolet did produce and fhew unto this Deponent, a paper of 
above 3o names of Aldernten, Juſtices and other Gentlemen of worth and quality, 
that the ſaid Yzolet would have had this Deponent falſly co accuſe, and ro be 
{worn again{t them 3 but he refuſing ſo ro do, the ſaid ,7/5olet threatned to ſtab 
him as aforeſaid; and alſo the ſaid //zo/et in furrher purſuance of his evil and wick- 
ed praQtiſes, meeting with ſeveral honeſt Artiſts, the ſaid Violet ſhewed them a 
paper, and after he had read it cothem, he:told-them in.his diſcourſe, thar if they 
would york for him, he would ger them a Warrant from-che Council of Srate ro 
indemprifie them, if they would joyn and affiſt him.co enſnare and Trappan ſeve- 
ral Gentlemen, which ſaid honeſt men, as alſo the former Deponent with ſeveral 
others herezare ready to make Oath of when thereunto required. 
| His Mask being now taken off, he begins to-appear in ts Colours 3 And truly 
I wonder, he that hath from his yourh-dealr fo-much in. Silver- and Gold, ſhould 
now have ſo much Braſſe.in his Face, asſo.impudently.ang-in-Print co Patronize 
his miſchiefs under the names of ſuch perſons as.the Lord Mayor of London, the 


Lords Commiſſioners of the Great Seal, the Lord Chief Juſtice of England, The 
: Arorney 
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Attorney General, and ſeveral of the late Council of State namedin his Papers, 
as Mr. Scot and others, and many other perſons of Honour, Worth and Quality ; 
for which preſumprion 1a all iober mens opinions, he deſerveth rather the whip 
or worſe puniſhment, -then the leaſt countenance or favour, 

And in peiuſal of his printed papers, betdes his tedious Tauralligies, multi- 
rudes of printed ſheers of the ſame things over and over again, impetfect ion of 
Language, and mulciuades of invented lyes by-him and his Complers. And if the 
Reader compare the defign of his four poox Workmen for which he {eeks indemp- 
mt\, with the foregoing dz[courſe, which former diſcoveries will be averred alſo, 
by ſome of thoſe faur ro be true 3 any one that runs may read the ſcope of his 
intentions. 

There are but a few things more which I ſhall only glance at in this Epitome, 
out of his printed papers 3 for I confeſs I have already troubled my ſelf and che 
Reader too much with fo bad a ſubjeR, 

All Rill under his former prerence of State Service, Firſt, To ftrike at the well- 
being of one K:ichard Pight Clerk of the Irons, a perſon well known by perſons 
of quality, who knovy him to be a fairchful Servant to the Starez Onely he defigns 
thereby to ger his place, though in his own falſe Engliſh, he faith, he would nor 
accept of it 3 yet I know where he bath told an intimate friend of mine, it is that

Another paſlage is, That notorious falſhoed of his, aſhrming himſelf to be the 
ſole diſcoverer of the prize taken in Siler at Sea, 1652. whereas the truth is, one 
Abraham Johnſon and others had made it known ren daies before Yieler heard of 
it, and were out in th2 proſecution ſeveral hundreds of pounds, which by his Pe- 
titions to the Parliament, and other Records may appear; and /zo/et was only 1n- 
truſted as a'Soliciror in the buſineſs, Beſides, this Silver wag brought to the Tow- 
er by Cornet Day, who did it with the hazzard of his life,for which the Protector 
gave him for his good ſervice 200 75, and juſtified in Richard Pights Petition 
lately to the Parliament 3 yer this Y:o/et hath the impudence to atrribute this 
buſineſs co bimſelF, | 

And one Lewelliz whom he hath affirmed in ſeveral of his Papers to be boyld in 
Oyl in Dw#kyrk for uttering falſe Coyn is falſe, and reftified by one now in Town 
who lately came from thence, that he is alive; And one Walker who is lately come 
fromD#zk:rk,, whom he depends on as his chief Witneſs, atid hath cauſed ro 
ſwear, ſoon after his arrival was apprehended, and lyes now in priſon for a aigh 
crime, acted before he went to Dunkzrk., who alſo was in priſon there, luſpe&ed 
for uttering falſe Coyn, and 'tis ſed 18 come over but under Bayle. He and ſuch 
others his Confederates, are the Wuneſles he ſeekes for. 

And further he ſaichin his Papers,if himſelf and ſome of his Confederates which 
ſtand indifted may bur bave an AG of Indempnity, he will diſcover a whole Neſt 
of falſe Coyners, (as he calls them ) when as be himſelf is chought verily co be the 
chief Actor for whom he would have indempniry, that ſo they may be Free to 
ſwear, to deſtroy whom he pleaſes ; Whoſe daily praftiſe and Rudy it is to uſe all 
ſubtile Trapparung devices , leaving no a&ion or means unattempred ro _ 
others 
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others by his invented ſhameleſs lyes, by large prnnthe of Rewards and Feaſting; . - 
| And getting Watrants unjuſtly to charge houeſt and *peaceable men with things 
they -are ignorant of, atid alrogerher guiltlefſe in; and are ſo far from aRing as 
he deſperately charges them, thar-they abhorr the very *choughts of any ſuch in- 
rentions, * 

Many other odious and damnable praQtiſes might here be added, as'well out of 
his lying Pamphlets, as out of his Life and Converſation. To name bur one par- 
ricular, his deſperate and helliſh{wearing, If he had bur paid according to Law for 
all che prophane Oaths he hath fworn, I verily believe he hach ſworn away a great 
part of the 20000 1s, ( he ſairh) the Srate owes him 3 bur in cruch I am weary of 
looking, hoth into his Papers and his Life , and ſhould nor have troubled my ſelf 
eo have made this publick, had he not been ſo impudent and incorrigible, and like 
the deaf Adder to all admonition or-repentance. 
= I ſhall now conclude, with my prayers to Almighty God, eo turn him from his 
evil waies, which I think is the diſcharge of my duty ro himas a Chriſtian,wiſhing 
h'm no evil, but good 3 however I am ſure rhis Narrative is the diſcharge of a 
Chriſtian duty ro my Country, and to all 1 wiſh well unco, who I verilythink 
are cauſleſly great ſufferers. Only before I end, ler me tell you, This Y7oler 
is now, andhath been many ye1rs, one of deſperate fortunes, and livesby ſhifts, 
projects, inticing ſums of money from Gentlemen and Trades-mens: with large 

promiſes of Places or gear Gaines, with ſhuMirig and ſhifting from Lodging to 
Lodging, and running into peoples Debts, feaſting and drinking Wine immeaſu- 
rably vpon other mens purſes ; What if. 1 ſhould ſay 3o Bottles of Wine upon 
a Sabborh day, he and his Comrades and his accomplices to Healch and Carrouſe

- "And by his own Confeſhon (before ſeverall Witneſſes ) he- chief Abettor and 
Afſiſtor of hini with noney ar preſent or larely,- to'carry on theſe -his miſchievous 
defignsis, one.
